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Many Make Use 
Of The Library 


Not all opportunities for study 
and educational advancement in 
the library are in the use of refe- 
rence materials or across-the - 
desk loans of books, as may be 
seen by a glance at these figures. 
During the three fall months the 
total number of adult community 
members to take advantage of their 
library’s other facilities was 483 
in the main library and 107 in the 
branch at Ballardvale. 

Some borrowed library materials 
or resources for their meetings, 
such as the discussion group pro- 
ject, newly formed at Ballardvale 
and the great books group at the 
main library. This has been in 
existence since the first of the 
year and averages an attendance 
of twelve persons. 

Others have used the library as 
a place in which to hold their 
civic meetings; among these were 
the Andover Village Improvement 
society, the Andover Taxpayers 
association and the Andover board 
of trade. Wherever possible, books 
have been tied in with the interest. 

At the classes in homemaking 
offered by the extension service 
and conducted in both library and 
branch room, related books and 
materials have been on display or 
easily accessible. 

The boy scout council has made 
regular use of the hall over a 
period of time but the five-week 


Brownie leadership training course 
was the first active venture in the 
field of scouting for girls which 
asked to meet regularly at the li- 
brary. 

These figures do not include the 
young people’s programs, which 
consist of film and story hours, 
pre-school groups known as Lit- 
tlest Listeners, now meeting in 
the main library and in the branch, 
puppet shows and school classes

Many Now Under 
Social Security Act 


(ee you in business for your 
self? In a special message to the 


butcher, baker, the candlestick 
maker, and all others who are self- 
employed, \liiss S, BE. Vose, manag- 
er of the Lawrence field office of 
the social security administration 
offers these important reminders: 

“You are now covered by the 
social security act, and have the 
Same protection against the haz- 
ards of old age or death as are af- 
forded employees. But you havé 
certain responsibilities, to your- 
self as well as to your government, 
in order to safeguard this protect- 
ion, 

“You do not yet have to report 
your earnings and pay your social 
security tax until you file your in- 
come tax return for 195] on or be 
fore Mar. 15, 1952. Your report to 
the social security administration 
at that time will be a part of your 
income tax return. Your social se- 
curity tax of 24% will be payable 
in full at the time you file your re- 
turn, Your first step is to get your 
account-number card from the so- 
cial security office nearest your 
home. This card may be obtained 
NOW, by applying for it in person 
or requesting an application by 
mail or telephone. 

““Your next step is to read the 
interesting informative booklet, 
OASI-22, entitled ‘‘Do You Work 
For Yourself??? This can be ob- 
tained when you get your account- 
number card, and will give you valu- 
able information about your bene- 
fits.’’ 

In general the net earnings from 
most kinds of trades, crafts or 
businesses in which the owner or 
partner ‘‘works for himself’? come 
under the social security act. The 
sole owner or partner operating a 
store, shop, garage, lunchroom, etc., 
the independent contractor; the 
artist and the writer may }uild up 
old-age and survivors insurance 
protection under this new part of 
the law. 

NOT included for social security 
purposes is income from self-em- 
ployment as a farm operator, physic- 
ian, lawyer, dentist, osteopath, 
chiropractor, optometrist, naturo- 
path, veterinarian, architect; certi- 
fied, licensed, registered, or full- 
time practicing accountant; 
Christian Science practitioner, 
professional engineer, or funeral 
director. 

She stressed that the self-em- 
ployed person cannot choose 
whether to be covered or not. Re- 
porting your earnings and payinga 
social security tax is compulsory, 
if you eam $400 or more in 195]. 
You will pay a tax of 24%% of all 
net earnings from your business, 
up to $3,600 for the year. The 

i eamings exceeding $3,600 are not 
taxable. 

As a result of these taxable 
eamings, you may be entitled to 
an old-age insurance benefit. ‘This 
will depend upon when you reach 
your 65th birthday and the lergth 
of time you have been reporting 
your earnings,
